Tn one of the largest cities of the 
Central West the trolley cars are 
manned almost entirely by young 
fellows who have come from farms 
some distance outside of the city. 
Many of these young men are active 
church members when they come to 
the city. But choosing an occupation 
that compels them to give up the 
Sabbath, with its devotional services 
and helpful associations, they make

it difficult, if not almost impossible, 
to maintain a religions experience. 
When they have become confirmed 
backsliders we are apt to hear their 
friends lay the blame on the church s, 
and claim that if they had been more 
cordial these young men might have 
been saved. 

In accepting a situation young people 
forget that there is more to be consid- 
ered than the question of wages. 
Here is a case in point: 

On taking the car one bright spring 
day I noticed a new man with the 
conductor, evidently learning the 
work. It was apparent that he was 
not only new to his position, but new 
to the city as well. In a conspicuous 
place upon his tie was an Epworth 
League badge. I was glad to see that 
Sign of royal relationship, and sought 
for a chance to shake hands and tell 
him we belonged to the same fellow- 
ship. 

Several weeks passed before we met 
again. The League badge was not on 
his tie, and it was only after careful 
looking that I discovered it pinned to 
his vest. I was sorry to see that he 
was not so ready to show his colors as 
formerly, Then a month passed befors 
we Journeyed together. The badge 
had disappeared. The effect of con-

In the first place, he missed seeing 
Jesus. For the Master came to that 
first prayer meeting and spoke at it. 

In the second place, Thomas missed 
the mysterious gift of the Holy 
Ghost, which those present received 
from the Saviour. 

In the third place, he lost his faith 
in Christianity. When the disciples 
next met him he had blossomed out 
into a full-fledged agnostic. He flatly 
refused to accept their united testi- 
mony, and declared that nothing short 
of full scientific proof c-uld ever con- 
vince him of the resurrection. What 
a price to pay for neglecting to go to 
one prayer meeting! 

But it is substantially what the 
Christian of nowadays loses if he 
absents himself from the more inti- 
mate meetings of Christ’s disciples. 
He, too, misses the vision of Jesus, 
the unction of the Spirit, and the 
assurance of faith. — The Ohurch 
Economist.

Tt is a fact that indulgence in these 
amusements has led multitudes to dis- 
grace and ruin.
